Canyon Dam No. 2 


Gets OK From 


County Board 


Although not quite complete the 


San Gabriel dam No. 2, constructed 
nine miles up the west fork of San 


cunyon, was accepted Tues- 


day by the board of supervisors from 
the Macco-Lewis Construction com- 
pany, the contractors who built the 
structure. 


In accepting the dam for the Los 


Angeles county flood control dis- 
trict the supei-visors omitted certain 
phases of the work which will be 
completed by the flood control dis- 
trict later in the summer after the 
huge structure has had time to set- 
tle. This will consist in placing sev- 
eral more concrete slabs on the up- 
stream side of the dam. 


The cost of the dam to date is 


$1,776,785, according to officials of 
the flood control district. This is the 
amount paid to the contractors up 
to April 1, last. The original esti- 
mate of engineers was $2,917,520. 


The amount paid to the contrac- 


tors is $1000 lees than agreed upon 
because of the omission of a trail 
around the dam which will be built 
later with the consent of the United 
States forestry department.
